REPORTERS RUNT HIM UP AT OSCB. 


Hi Te!!s How He Feels About McKinley 


an:! How McKinley Feels 


About Several 


Matters. 


W. B. Plunkett returned to his home at 


Adams Tuesday evening from a visit to 
Major McKinley in Ohio, and scarcely 
had he left, the train before represen- 
tatives of both the Boston Journal and 
Springfield Republican were after him to 
secure an interview. Mr. Plnnkett con- 
sented to talk as far as he deemed it 
advisable, but he didn't tell just why and 
what for he went out to Ohio along with 
General Osborne, but that he had bigger 
gatme than social falicities can be safely 
guaranteed. 


Mr. Plunkett gave some of his views as 


follows: 


"Does Maj. McKinley seem anxious 


about the termination of the canvass?" 
asked the reporter. 


"Not at all," responded Mr. Plunkett, 


"he is one of those grand characters who 
have implicit, faith in the people, and, 
should the people turn from him, I believe 
that faith would console him fully. He 
earnestly believes the people may be 
trusted with their own." 


"Does he think the opposition of the 


bosses is destined to hurt, liis candidacy?"

"No.

Doss the Institution do Any Charity Work? 


Facts Tell. 


Inquiry has been made and doubt ex- 


pressed about the chanty vrork of tho 
hospital, audits friends Will be glad to 
know the truth instead of the ei'arse 
being macio that lite hospital doe;. 110 
charity work. It may be that many will 
think that it does too much charity work 
for its means, as a recent examination of 
the books show= the following record. 


From November, IS'Jl, to November, 


1S93, tidy-four charity patients, as pub- 
lished in report, and twenty-five besides 
marked doubtful were eared for, from 
whom little, if any, money lias been 
received, and others supposed to be pay 
patients did not pay. 


Not long Mnce the li?t of patients who 


had expected or promised to pay was 
carefully examined and more than lilty 
names were classed among thoao from 
whom nothing; would probably bo re- 
ceived. Many patients pay some « fcila at 
the hospital, but after being an.tj tLey 
lose their sense of obligation and perhaps 
change their residence and employment, 
and all trace of them is lost and r.o moie 
money received. Others are very consci- 
entious and pay to the last dollar. 


One patient whose account has been 


running since August, 1S91, has just made 
the last payment. This account was not 
large and has been paid in amounts vary- 
ing from one to six dollars, some time 
elapsing between each of the payments. 


Since November I, 1S93, there have been 


tw "nty-lour-iharlty cases. There are two or 
three cases oesides these which amount to 
over twenty weeks time in the hospital, 
from which money may come, but prob- 
ably none will be received. 


There have been a number of part pay- 


ment patients and some others who have 
paid a, little on account, and who may and 
may not pay more. 


Patients who are paid Cor by the city or 


state are never included in lists of charity 
patients.

CHARLEY WELSH'S IRON POST. 


Torn Oat of Brondwaj After Flfteon Tears 


of Effort by City Employeca. 


Therein a story behind a small Iron post 


whlcli was recently removed from iu front 
of the cigar store at 1311 Broadway by 
thebureauof inoumbrances. Fifteen years 
ago the theatrical advertising ngonts in 
this city were having a hard time of It 
•souring desirable spota in which tp place 
tholr paper. The regular billboards were 
good onoughforthe big three slieoturs, but 
It was difficult to place many of the single 
posters, owing to ihe vigilanca of the pub- 
llo works department officials, who would 
rip up signboards and other mediums of 
advertising us fast as tho.r were put down. 


It was Charles Welsh, now advertising 


agent at Hoyt's theater, who finally solved 
the problem. Ho bought a Bix foot, iron 
post nnd one dark night carried it up 
Broadway to 1,811. Two laborers who 
wore along with him then pulled up one 
of the flagstones near tbo curb, and with 
pick and shovel dug a four toot, hole in the 
ground. 
The post was placed in the ho!«, 


a bit of the flngstone was knocked out to 
mako it fit., aud then tbu earth was packed 
tightly around It und the stono was low- 
ered in place. 
Two signboards were next 


tied to the post nud single posters pasted 
on them, eo that pooplo going up aud 
down Broadway could soo the advertise- 
ments. 


The next d«? the public works people 


Bont word to the station house to have tho 
post removed. The policeman who wont 
around to attend to it tugged at tha two 
feat of iron projecting above the sidewalk 
for about 15 minutes and then gave up, 
contenting himself with ripping off (ho 
signs. 
The next week two laborers wern 


sent up to remove tho post, and they 
banged at it with sledge rmmmors and 
tugged for nil they were worth, with no 
results. 
They couldn't budge the post. 


Welsh looked on with n emile all the time, 
and blllpofitws replaced the signs as last 
as they wcro torn down. 


On on average of two or three times each 


year for 15 years an order has been Issued 
for the removal of the post, hut none of 
tho laborers sent up accomplished ncy- 
thing. 
The regulars on Broadway liavo 


called it Welsh's post for years anil it 1ms 
been Welsh s habit to doff hia hat to it ev- 
ery time he pasted up or down tho strciet. 
But nn end cnmo to the prosperity of tho 
post at last. Tho reform Ineuinbrmico 
bureau ordered It removed, and the third 
gang of laborers sent up raised tha Ilag- 
etone, and after four hours of work dug 
up the post and carted It away 
Welsh 


was heartbroken when he beard that it 
was gone, and tbo post has been enilly 
missed l>y the regulars, who had conio to 
regard it as u landmark.—Xew York Sun.

The soil which has been for ages 
the faithful custodian of an inheritance 
laid by In trust for tlie pious and worthy 
worker yields to his persistent efforts tho 
treBsiires It ling sheltered. It gradually 
reveals-tlio secrets it has guarded so long. 
It is made to spoak in n way more persua- 
sive thau the most eloquent historian, and 
from its inner darkness itshcids more light 
upon the past thuu the sun itself can givo. 


A successful excavator creates new chap- 


ters of history. 
Ha lends substance to 


what were deemed but myths and brings 
into being personalities not even dreamed 
of before. He fills up the gaps in whola 
epochs in art and elucidates, beyond con- 
tention, the meaning of authors which tho 
combined erudition of the learned was not 
able satisfactorily to explain.

Alfalfa In Vermont. 


A Vermont farmer writing to Conn 


try Gentleman gives his experience with 
alfalfa, which in 1893 he sowed with 
an equal quantity of timothy and sow- 
ed on about three-fourths of an acre, 
sowing about two bushels of barley. 
In the fall the meadow was pastured, 
and the cattle took kindly to the young 
alfalfa, eating it clown till not a green 
thing could be seen. He says: 


In the spring of 1894, thinking the 


alfalfa had winter killed owing to the 
severe feeding, I sowed about thrco 
pounds of red clover seed. As the season 
advanced I found that the timothy had 
winter killed somewhat, but the alfalfa 
was all right except in one spot where 
the water had stood for a few days. The 
clover seed also seemed to have all ger- 
minated. 
About the 10th of July I 


mowed the piece. The growth was such 
that.it would not pass under the axle of 
our Eureka mower. By last year the al- 
falfa had taken almost entire possession 
of the land. We cut it three times, get- 
ting fully three tons. The land is a 
loose gravel, in s good state of fertility. 
Several others in this town have sown it 
with success.

England, However, la Excited Over What 


She Auerti Is the Absorption of 


Her Territory—The 
Bear'. Ae- 


tlon 
Considered 
Unfriendly. 


Washlngton.May 13.—The press dis- 


patches from Shanghai stating that J. 
Smith, the agent of the Russian Steam 
Navigation company at Chefoo and 
also the aprent for various American 
missions, hs d secured the foreshore at 
Chefoo belonging to Ferguson <fe Co., 
agents for steamships and the New 
York Life Insurance company, and 
that other countries objected, but that 
Russia had intervened and the Chinese 
acceded to the request of the Russian 
vice-consul, is mot given any thought 
by officials here, as the United States 
has no interests at Chefoo that are in 
any respect threatened by the action 
of the Russian agent. By the terms 
of some of the old treaties, the Chinese 
government ceded to France, Great 
Britain and the United States the 
right to acquire certain tracts of land 
at treaty ports for tho purpose of es- 
tablishing thereon the residences of 
their citizens ami for the use of ship- 
ping. 
Tho United States, however, 


never avai'ed itself of this right except 
nt Shanghai, where the Americans 
have occupied a fine tract of land in the 
Hong Kew district, uponl which is tha 
United States consulate and a number 
of residences of American business 
men. 
At one time a similar tract 


was reserved for American occupation 
at Tientsin, but because we failed to 
avail ourselves of the privilege it was 
abandoned. At Chefoo the only foreign 
concession of land has been held by the 
British. The lands in these places are 
not owned by the foreigners in fee sim- 
ple, but the Chinese government sets 
apart a certain tract permitting for- 
eigners to lease such lots as they desire 
within the limits of the whole tract. 
Little is l.nown here as to the merits 
of the controversy which has arisen as 
to the possession of lot 12, on the 
British concession at Chefoo, but it is 
not looted upon in the light of the 
press dispatches as threatening to 
cause any serious trouble. 


M. rely a Blulnmn Dispute. 


The American agent Smith men- 


tioned in the dispatch appears in the 
official directory of Chefoo as a repre- 
sentative of a number of American con- 
cerns, including the Standard Oil com- 
pany, but first he appears as the pro- 
prietor of the Chefoo dairy farm. The 
agents of the Russian Steam Naviga- 
tion company are set down as Fergu- 
son & Co., a British firm, that are in 
the dispatch represented as being de- 
prived of the shore property, so the in- 
ference is that the whole controversy 
is founded on a private business dis- 
pute. 


Viewed at an Unfriendly Act. 


London, May 13.—The dispatch from 


Shanghai announcing that the Rus- 
sians, through an American agent, 
named Smith, have taken possession of 
the disputed territory at Chefoo, over 
which the British claim rights, has 
caused much talk here outside of offi- 
cial sources, the latter, however, re- 
frain from discussing the matter, as 
nothing official concerning the report 
has beoo received. The Globe, com- 
menting on the report, says: "The 
seriousness of the news from Chefoo 
cannot l>e overestimated. The action 
taken is in direct contravention of ex- 
isting laws and treaties, and cannot be 
viewed l>y Great Britain as other than 
an unfriendly act." One dispatch says 
that six Russian warships are there, as 
well as the Detroit, Yorktowu, Olym- 
pia and Machias of the United States 
navy. Intense excitement prevails at 
Chefoo. 


The Fanton Meteor. 


Danb'-iry, Conn., May 13.—At the 


request of Prof. H. A. Newton of Yale 
college Harry B. Funton has taken the 
meteor recently found by him near the 
Kohanga reservoir to New Haven. 
This is supposed to be the meteor the 
path of which John E. Lewis of An- 
sonia inug-ht upon the plate while 
photographing the Holmes comet on 
Jan. 
! . lc!>3. The stone is oval in 


shape, fifteen and one-half inches long 
tind seven and one-half inches in di- 
ameter and weighs twenty-six pounds. 
It is a perfect specimen. This is un- 
derstuoj to be the first meteor of 
which 4 photograph has ever been se 
cured.

Rudyard Kipling Bays He 


Leave the Country. 


AFRAID OF HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW 


The Latter Held Under Bond. To Keep 


the Feace and To Appear B.fore th* 


September Term of the Grand ^ 


Jury at Brattleboro, Vt. 


Bellows Falls, Vt., May 13.—Al- 


though Beatty Balestier, brother-in- 
law of Rudyard Kipling, is under bond 
in the sum of 1400 to keep the peace 
and anothcr<bond In a like sum for his 
appearance before the grand jury at 
the September term of court, Mr. 
Kipling still fears for his life and de- 
clares his intention of leaving this 
place and probably the country. He 
expressed profound regret that these 
circumstances compelled the course he 
had pursued. He said he did not feel 
secure here, »nd the only thing for 
him to do to protect himself and his 
family, so far as he could see, was to 
leave the place and possibly the coun- 
try. Several prominent business men 
informed Mr. Kipling before and since 
the trial of their friendliness, and all 
have expressed the hope that he will 
not leave the town. 


Believe. Baltitler Would Kill Rim. 


At the hearing of the charges pre- 


ferred by Mr. Kipling against Boies- 
tier before Magistrate Newton the 
novelist testified that on the afternoon 
of May 6 he was riding toward Brat- 
tlcboro in his carriage from his coun- 
try home. When near a place called 
Tha Pines he was overtaken by Bales- 
tier, who wagon a bicycle. "Balestier 
said he wished me to retract certain 
stories which he claimed I had been 
circulating," said Mr. Kipling. "I told 
him,to see my lawyers. Balestier said: 
'This is no case for lawyers. 
H you 


don,t retract your stories I'll beat your 
d—d soul out of you.' I told him to re- 
member the consequences of an act 
like that. In the interview he called 
me a liar, thief, cheat and coward. The 
meeting did not cover three or four 
minutes all told. I was anxious to get 
away from Balestier. He seemed to 
be nearly if not quite insane. I hon- 
estly think he would kill me if he lost 
his head again. He is not dangerous 
when he is not drunk. During the in- 
terview he was wild. He waved his 
hands and fairly shouted. He was not 
three feet away from me. He had run 
his bicycle alongside my carriage."

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


in Order, Deilfned To Prevent Their 
n, Spread, luued by Secretary CarlUle, 


Washington, May 13.—An order de- 


signed to prevent as far as possible tha 
danger of the spread of contagious 
diseases by the scattering of immi- 
grants to city a&d country districts 
has just been issued by Secretary Car- 
lisle. It provides that after arrival at 
a quarantine station of a vessel upon 
which there appears or has appeared 
during the last voyage a case of 
cholera, small-pox, typhus fever or 
plague, and after quarantine measures 
provided by regulations of the treasury 
department have been enforced and the 
vessel given free pratique, it is hereby 
ordered that notification of the above 
mentioned facts be transmitted by the 
quarantine officer to the commissioner 
of 
immigration 
at 
the 
port of 


arrival, whose duty it shall then be to 
transmit by mail or telegraph to the 
state health authorities of the several 
states to which immigrants from the 
said vessel are destined the date of de- 
parture, route, number of immigrants, 
and the point of destination in the re- 
spective states lot the immigrants from 
said vessel, together with the state- 
ment that said immigrants are from a 
vessel which has been subject to quar- 
antine by reason of infectious disease, 
naming the disease. This information 
Is furnished to state health officers for 
the purpose of enabling them to main- 
tain such surveillance over the arriving 
immigrants as they may consider 
necessary.

The Well Known Political KconomUt Ex. 


plres at Mentone. 


Mentone, May 13.—Henri Cernuschi, 


the well known political economist, is 
dead. He was born in Milan, Italy, in 
1821, but became a naturalized French 
citizen. He took part in the revolu- 
tionary movement in 1848, and was a 
member of the constituent assembly 
that proclaimed the republic. After 
the restoration, he took refuge in 
France, where he became engaged in 
banking and industrial affairs. He 
acquired a large fortune. In April, 
1870, he gave the sum of 100,000 francs 
to the Comite Anti-Plebiscetaire and 
was expelled from France, which coun- 
try he did not again re-enter until af- 
ter the insurrection of the fourth of 
September. After his return he took 
an active part in the discussions rela- 
tive to the monetary standard, to 
which he brought all the weight of his 
incontestable authority. 
He wrote 


many financial works, among the bet- 
ter known being "Illusions of Co-oper- 
ative Societies," "Gold and Silver," 
"Silver Vindicated," a note read before 
the congress of the Association for the 
Advance of Science, held at Liverpool 
in 1870; "The Bland Bill," and "Bi- 
Metallism at 15 1-2 Necessary for the 
Continent, the United States and Eng- 
land."

COMPROMISE REACHED LAST EVENING

Washington, May 13.—The long 


drawn out controversey between th» 
advocates of the harbor of San Pedro 
and those oi the harbor of Santa 
Monica, as to which of those two points 
shall be selected for the expenditure of 
some 83,000,000 in the construction of a 
breakwater and the making- of a deep 
sea harbor in southern 
California, 


was brought to a. close last even- 
ing in the senate by a settlement in 
the way of a compromise, and the bill 
and amendments will be voted on this 
afternoon. The debate-had gone on 
since Friday ,'last to the exclusion of 
almost everjyother subject, and when 
it closed after four hours talk yester-
